REP ORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In making his annual Report your Committee would congratulate 
you on the success of your sehools during the past year. Although 
they have been far from. perfect, or from being what they might 

easily have been, had parents and others perfor med their whole dus 
ty in this directien, yet they have evidently made a commendable 
degree of progress. While some of your schools have been model 
ones, nene have fallen below mediocrity. The teachers, apparent- 
ly realizing the responsibility of their office, and that itis no sinecure, 
have generally heen unwearied in their, labors for the improvement 
of these under their care. Hence their success. Forif a teacher 
dislikes the company of children, if he finds thaf the duties of the 
school-reom are irkseme to him; in short, if he is sensible that his 
principal motive in teaching, is the dotlhes and cents which he is to 
receive, he may rest assured that he has mistaken his calling ang 
that the sooner he leaves it, and engages in some other business, the 
better it will be both for himself, and the community. For if he 
persists in teaching, his school will prove a failure, and his patrons 
will not be slow in finding it out. But, on the other hand, if a teach- 
er loves children, if he leves his empleyment for its own sake, and 
is awake te the responsibility he has assumed, he will be, as a 
general thing, faithful and successfulin the discharge of the duties of 
his office. He will devote his best energies to the intellectual and moral 
culture of his pupils. His will beno mercenary service; for he will 
labor, not so much for his stipulated pay, as for the purpese of doing 
good, Aware that to him in a great measure is committed the charge of 
training the young and immortal mind fer usefulness here and happi+ 
ness hereafter, he will labor as one expecting to give an account of 
his stewardship. ‘The following is a brief account of each school: 

. DISTRICT No. 1. 

SUMMER Trerm.—It commenced May. 14th, and was.a well} con* 

ducted and profitable term. ‘The best of feelings seemed to exist 


Between the teacher and her pupils, both parties working harmoni-

ously together to produce a good school. Quife an enthusiasm was 
elicited at the closing examination, everything passing off to the sat- 
isfaction of all concerned. 

Winter Term.—tThe discipline and order of the school were ex- 
cellent, and the progress was as rapid as was consistent with thor- 
oughuess. The school must have been a very pleasant and profite- 
ble one, had it not been for the uncomfortable coldness of the school- 
room, during a large portion of the term. School commenced De- 
cember 2d, : 

DISTRICT No.2. 

SUMMER TrerM.—It commenced Sept. 16th. This large school 
was successfully managed through the term. The discipline and or- 
der were sufficiently exact, and the progress’ of the pupils was _ all 
that could could reasonably have been expected. Miss Hall has 
proved herself to be a talented and successful teacher. 

WINTER TERM.—It commenced Dec. 2d, and under the manage- 
ment of an able and experienced teacher, was a deeided success.— 
The illustrations of the teacher to his classes were familiar and appa- 
site; and the ease and quietness with which he managed his large 
SC Heol, and secured discipline and order without resorting to corporal 
punishment, evinced that he has executive abilities ‘of the highest 
order. The wisdoy of the district in remodeling their school-house 
is apparent. The interior is light, airy, tastefully and substantially 
finished, and is sufficiently warm for the comfort of the pupils. No- 
thing needs to be added to make it one of the best school-houses in 
the county. 

DISTRICT No. 38. 

SuMMER TermM.—Commenced May 6th. This was a well conduc- 
ted school. At the closing examination the school-reom was neatly 
and tastefully decorated, quietness and order reigned, while the ex- 
ercises indicated that a good degree of progress in the right directiou: 
had been made. 

Water TEeRM.—This school commenced Nov. 18th; was taught 


by an experienced instructor, and was a successful. one. The prog- 
regs made, especially by the larger pupils, was good, while the dis- 
cipline and order appeared to be faultless. Last “tall, Miss Sargent. 
tought a private school in this district, 


DISTRICT No 
No Summer Term... i. 


WINTER TeERM.—It commenced late, aed had not closed when this 
Report was written. Although at the commencement of the term 
there appeared to bea prejudice against employing a female teacher, 
yet, on his second visit, your Committee found here an excellent 
school. The examination evinced that both teacher and pupils were 
wide awake, and that the latter had made a commendable degree of 


progress in their studies. Your Committee learned that the district 
were Well pleased with their school. \ 
DISTRICT No. 4. 

SumMER TERM.-—It commenced May 13th. IWfere was found an 
excellent sehool, marked improvement hejng visible in all the classes. 
Your Committe “has Jevred that the iihebitatts of the district wer 
fullv satistied with their school. 

Winter Term.—!t commenced Nov. 18th. The teacher was un- 
tiring in her labors for the welfare of the school. Consequently, 
progress was made by all of the pupils that had attended regularly 
daring the term. The instractions of the teacher, hating a few in- 
accuracies of minor importance, were of the right kind, 

DISTRICT No. 6, 

SumMER Trhru.—lt commenced May 6th, and was in charge of a 
teacher young in years, and aiyrointeaching. But she managed 
her little school with the tact and talent of an experienced teacher.— 
A good school was the consequence. 2 

Wrsrer Term.—This school commenced Oct. 14th, and made as 
much progress, ver cet, in the studies pursued, as any school in 
town, Atthe closing examination every pupil appeared to be wide- . 
awake, and to think that he had an important part to perform in the 
exercises of the day. Much credit is due the teacher for the thor- 
ough drill of her pupils, JOHN COODER.
